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Editors Note: 


The Hoot Owl, a national Children's 


newspaper, held its own presidential election 
Tuesday. Here is a report on the vote written by 
the newspaper's political analyst.

ARLINGTON, Tex. (AP)—Last night children 


was as well as their parents chose the man, and 
in a few cases the Beagle, who will serve in the 
nation's highest office for the next four years. At 
Six Flags Over Texas amusement park last night 
the first national election for children ended with 
President Nixon re-elected and with The Hoot 
Owl, America's first newspaper for children, 
showing that kids care as much" about who is in 
the White House as registered voters do. 


More than a quarter of a million kids voted, 


from all 50 states and the way they cast their 
ballots made The Hoot Owl's election a whole lot 
more exciting than the adult one, as national 
television viewers may have seen. 


From 6 p.m., when 120 kids began the 


tabulating, it was a close race. After losing his 
lead to Sen. McGoyern for a few minutes during' 
the evening, Mr. Nixon won the White House with 
34 states and 138,020 votes, behind him. Sen. 
McGovern had 121,679 votes and the American 
Party received 2,614. The man who helped raise 
most of the voters, Dr. Spock, was given a mere 
five votes while Snoppy, the distinguished dog 
from Peanuts who was not a candidate, got 21. 


But this "election was not just about per- 


sonalities, it was about issues which concern 
children. In fact, the busing issue was probably 
the largest factor contributing to President 
Nixon's re-election. Nixon's Vietnam policy was 
not as well-liked as his stand against busing was- 
his approach to ending the war was voted the 
best way by only 300 votes. 


In other issues, America's kids decided that 


national candidates should be nominated and 
presidents should be elected by popular vote, not 
at conventions or by the electoral college. They 
voted three to one against legalizing marijuana, 
and six to one in favor of middle schools giving 
more emphasis to government education. The 
proposition that school continue all year lost by a 
narrow margin. 


Having successfully held the nations first 


national election for kids, The Hoot Owl will now 
enter more campaigns for children's civil rights. 
The paper's staff will present President Nixon 
with The Hoot Owl "Certificate of Election" in 
Washington in the near future and, at that time, 
will ask that he appoint an official spokesman for 
children. "Kids," said Joey Edwards, our 
managing editor, "are going to have a louder 
—>ice through the Hoot Owl."

ENNIS—Southwestern Bell 


Telephone representative Gary 
Robers appeared before the 
Ennis City Council Monday night 
to explain his company's request 
for an approximate 14.9 per cent 
average rate increase. 


Rogers also told the Ennis 


Council that Southwestern Bell 
plans to spend about $360,000— 
during the next year. The money 
will be spent on construction, he 
said. 


After offering to answer any 


additional questions of the 
Council, Rogers told the group 
that the rate increase is badly 
needed. He said the last increase 
in the City was in 1959. 


City Manager Kerry R. Sweatt 


said he had reviewed the matter 
and had found an increase is 
justified. 


The Council decided to consider 


the increase request further and 
review it again at its next 
meeting on Nov. 20 The Council 
agreed to try to come to a definite 
decision on the rate increase by 
its first December meeting. 


In further business, a lengthy 


discussion was held concerning 
the circulation of traffic around 
the high school area. There is 
considerable congestion in the 
school area, especially at .o»ch 


as students are leaving 


school, when the street is ef- 
fectively blocked for through 
traffic. 


Ennis residents J.R. Goodman 


and Dick Betts were present at 
the Council meeting to discuss 
the traffic problem in the school 
area. Goodman said Nellie 
Street, where his residence is 
located, is a real problem, being 
dusty when dry and muddy when 
wet. He indicated that residents 
along the street would probably 
be willing to pay for having it 
black-topped and for having 


other repairs made. 


Belts, who lives in the Clay and 


Belknap Street area, asked the 
Council 
about 
plans 
for 


designating the street one-way. 
He said there is congestion on the 
street because of students 
parking along it during school 
hours. He said he doesn't think 
designating it a one-way street 
would help. 


City 
Manager 
Sweatt 


suggested that the Council's next 
meeting date of Nov. 20 be set for 
a public hearing on the street 
situation. 


Anna Barnett, owner of the 


Avenue Hobby and Gift Shop, 
came before the council to 
discuss the problem of persons 
blocking the parking places used 
by her customers. She said the 
parking areas she has available 
are used by employes of other 


After considering a number of 


possibilities, the Council decided 
there is no practical legal step 


they can take to insure Mrs. 
Barnett of customer parking. 


A public hearing was set for the 


first regular council meeting in 
December for the purpose of 
hearing citizen comment on 
annexation of a portion of the 
Casa Linda Addition from Park 
Street to the extent of the paved 
street through that area. 


Sweatt said streets had been 


installed there and sewage and 
water faculties are available. He 
said 14 lots will be included in the 
area to be annexed and that 
ultimately annexation might 
include about 200 additional lots. 


An ordinance was passed on 


second reading providing for a 
specific use permit for a mobile 
home at 404 Ave. C owned by Mrs. 
W.T. Cryer. 


Also passed on second reading 


was an ordinance granting a 
specific use permit for operation 
of a beauty shop at 303 E. Arnold 
owned by Ollie McDade.

afternoon, remains in critical condition today in the intensive 
care unit of Presbyterian Hospital. 


CHS head football coach Jim Payiv; said Thursday that 


Warner's condition is listed as unchanged from Wednesday. 
The youth was brought here by ambulance Tuesday evening. 


Surgery was tentatively scheduled for 2 p.m. today, Payne 


said. The extent of the planned surgery was unknown, he 
added, although a tracheotomy was definitely planned to aid 
the youth's breathing. 


Warner is unable to move at present, said Payne, and 


doctors here have said that there is definitely some damage 
to the youth's spinal cord. He has been concious, Payne 
added, since the accident. 


The son of Mr. and Mrs. Wesley Warner of 1401 Lexington, 


Terry is a member of the Corsicana High junior varsity 
football team. That squad was scrimmaging with the varsity 
team Tuesday afternoon when his injury occurred. 


Doctors have said that vertebrae in the youth's lower neck 


were buckled by a blow, resulting in a partial severing of the 
nerve cord. 


Corsicana residents and high school students gathered at a

Warner was injured Tuesday afternoon are not a violation of 
Literscholastic League rules governing high school football 
programs, despite rumors circulating Corsicana and the high 
school Thursday morning.

Voters Get Three Elections in One' Tuesday

Corsicanans voting in next 


Tuesday's special city elections 
should be prepared to spend more 
tune at the polls. They are going 
to be signing their names more 
than ever before, and election 
workers are faced with a 
multiplicity of paperwork. 


This was the word given to the 


election judges and their clerks in 
Corsicana's nine voting boxes at 
a special election "school" 
conducted at 1:30 p.m. Wed- 
nesday at City Hall. 


Conducting the school were 


City Attorney Don Pevehouse, 
who encouraged presiding judges 
"to hire as many clerks as you 
need" to cope with the increased 
amount of paperwork involved; 
City Secretary Nelda Neal; and 
Roy Poinsett of the Dallas law 
firm of McCall, Parkhurst and 
Horton and legal counsel to 
Corsicana's fiscal advisors, First 
Southwest Co. of Dallas. 


On learning their respon- 


sibilities will be greater in con- 
ducting two separate elections— 
with three separate sets of ballot 
boxes and ballot stub cans—, 
election officials raised the issue 
of dissatisfaction with 
the 


previously set and announced 
compensation of $14.65 for the 
long hours and work involved. 


After checking the Texas state 


election 
code and Corsicana's 


ordinances calling the elections, 
City Attorney Pevehouse told 
election officials it 
is his 


"assumption" they will be paid 
double that amount, $29.30 since 
City Commission passed two 
separate ordinances, each setting 
out the pay at $14.65 for clerks 
and an additional $2 for the judge 
bringing the returns to City Hall 
after the ballots are counted. 


One of the "special" election 


ballots will have the names of 
candidates seeking two existing 
city vacancies—the position of 
City Tax Assessor-Collector and 
the position of City Commissioner 
to serve out the unexpired term of 
resigned Commissioner John 
Carlock. 


The other special election in- 


volves a bond issue program 
totalling $3,650,000 on seven 
separate propositions. 


The first five propositions on 


this ballot are general obligation 
tax bonds that will be retired by a 
slight increase in the tax rate. 
These are Prop. 1 — streets, 
$1,500,000; Prop. 2 — parks, 
$150,000; Prop. 3 — drainage, 
$150,000; Prop. 4 — airport, 
$50,000; Prop. 5 — $450,000, 
municipal services buildings. 


Last on the ballot are two bond 


issues that will be retired out of 
revenues generated by the sale of 
water and service fees charged 
for sewage service. These are 
Prop. 6 & $450,000, waterworks, 
and Prop. 7 — $900,000 sewer. 


City Attorney Pevehouse and 


Poinsett explained that the bond 
election will in reality be "two 
elections in one". Ballots cast by 
qualified electors who own real 
estate or personal property will 
be placed in one ballot container, 
and ballots of "all other qualified 
electors or non-property owners" 
will be placed in a second con- 
tainer 
with 
corresponding 


companion depositories for ballot 
stubs. 


Attorneys explained that the 


general obligation bonds, the first 
five propositions on the ballot, 
must be approved by a majority 
of property owning taxpayers 
under state election laws, but the 
two revenue bond propositions 
may be carried by a favorable 
majority vote by either voter 
group, property owning or non- 
property. 


Any resident can vote in the 


election who meets the residency 
requirement in Corsicana and 
has "registered". 


Mrs. Neal said the city will 


furnish rubber stamps for 
designating on the backs of 
ballots cast by persons who vote 
as non-property owners. The 
stamp will read "non-property 
owner". Also, Cprscana will 
furnish each presiding judge a 
signature stamp to affix his or 
her name 
to each 
ballot 


dispensed as required by law. 
Those judges who had not 
previously obtained such stamps 
signed their signature for the City 
Secretary to have the stamps 
made by Monday. 


Poinsett suggested the election 


judges set up their tables so 
voters will first receive ther 


ballot to select choices for a new 
City Commissioner and new tax 
officer before proceeding to pick 
up a bond issue ballot. 


It will be necessary, he and 


Pevehouse stressed, that as each 
voter in line gets to the election 
judge the voter presents his 
registration proof—and then 
signs the signature roster listing 
his registration number before 
being handed any ballot. If a 
voter has not brought his 
registration proof, he or she then 
must sign an affidavit swearing 
that the elector has registered as 
a voter in Corsicana. Clerks must 
find on their poll lists the voter's 
name and indicate by a check- 
mark he is present and voting. 


As the voter moves to the next 


clerk and answers that he is a 
property owning elector, he or 
she again must sign a signature 


roster, and then an affidavit of 
ownership listing on the affidavit 
the type of property owned, 
which in most instances will be a 
home, and can simply be 
designated "home" or if it per- 
sonal property such as an 
automobile, then the description 
such as "1969 Ford". 


To clarify the status, City 


Attorney Pevehouse said "a wife 
owns half of her husband's 
property, so when she votes she 
simply will indicate the property 
as their home or car." Most 
voters will qualify as "property 
owners," the attorneys and Mrs. 
Neal pointed out,-by the fact that 
when their car is registered with 
the county for 
automobile 


licenses, the county tax office and 
the city tax office place the 
vehicles on the tax rolls. 


City Secretary Neal reminded 


that to qualify as a property 


owner eligible to vote, a citizen 
must have "rendered" for 
taxation some property, real or 
personal, prior to Oct. 17, date of 
final passage of the ordinance 
calling the bond election, or have 
property that had been placed on 
the tax rolls by the city tax office. 


Lack of ownership won't 


prevent 
anyone 
otherwise 


qualified from voting; he or she 
may vote but will receive a ballot 
stamped "non-property owner" if 
this response is given to the 
clerks when applying for a ballot. 


If a citizen responds he is not 


appearing as a property owner, 
but 
a 
resident 
who has 


registered, he then signs a 
signature roster and is supplied a 
ballot designating this status. 


Thus, judges and clerks will 


have three sets of "signature" 
rosters to keep up with, the first 
to vote on the candidates for

office, a second for those voting 
in the bond election as property 
owners, and a third roster to be 
signed if the person is a non- 
property-owning voter. 


Care must be exercised by 


election officials and the in- 
dividual voter that his ballot in 
the bond election goes into the 
proper box. 


Poinsett said in the event of a 


property owner's ballot going in a 
non-property-owner 
depository, 


or vice-versa, this can be rec- 
tified when ballots are removed 
for 
counting purposes 
and 


examined before being tabulated. 


The law now governing bond 


elections, 
Poinsett 
and 


Pevehouse pointed out, requires 
that ballots be kept segregated 
and counted separately and 
shown separately, then added 
together to reflect collectively 
how many "for" votes were cast 
by property owning and non- 
owners and the how many 
"against" votes were cast by 
each class. 


Again, they stressed for the 


general obligation tax bonds in 
the first five propositions on the 
ballot, to "carry" they must, 
receive a favorable majority 
from property owner voters since 
ad valorem taxes retire these 
bonds. A simple majority of votes 
in both boxes will "carry" the 
two revenue-retired bonds for 
water 
and 
sewage 
im- 


provements. 


From the number of times a 


voter must spend clarifying his 
voting status to the election of- 
ficials and signing his name to 
the various signature rosters and 
affidavit forms, it is evident that 
more time than usual will be 
required to cast votes. 


There is a possibility that the 


voting box location for Pet. 3 
previously announced for Fire 
Station No. 2 on W. 13th Ave. may 
be moved to the Travis school. 
Mrs. Loyd Metcalf, election 
judge, said the fire station does 
not afford enough room for those 
working in the election and the 
voters. If arrangements can be 
made she desires to have the 
voting conducted at Travis 
school. As soon as this can bo 
clarified, public announcement 
will be made.

An estimated 80,000 pounds of 


catfish from the A&M University 
and Texas Power and Light Co. 
farm in Trinidad are now being 
shipped out and sold to a catfish 
farm in Arkansas, according to 
Dave Ellison of the Dallas Public 
Relations Department of TP&L 
and Johnny Scaff, assistant to the 
superintendent of the local power 
plant. 


Disposition of the current crop 


is being made in order to make 
room for a new "batch" of 
Fingerlings which will be har- 
vested in the early spring of '73, 
possibly in May. 


The fish, weighing from one to 


1.5 pounds, are the first to leave 
the "farm" since the inception of 
the program in early January of 
this year. At that time, the 
university and local power plant 
began working together to 
develop 
comprehensive 
in- 


formation regarding the most 
efficient methods of raising 
catfish, an important but publicly 
obscure source of high protein. 


Research is expected to be 


spread out over a seven-year 
period during 
which time 


knowledge will be gleaned that 
will be beneficial 10 both the 
small catfish farmer as well as 
Ihe large commercial grower. 


Texas A&M scientists estimate 


that by the end of the seven-year 
project more than two million 
pounds of catfish will be raised 
annually at Trinidad. Through its 
catfish research, Texas A&M 
expects the game fish population 
here to develop soon into one of 
the best in the state.. 


Catfish waste matter, which is 


high in protein, and a small 
percentage of high-protein 
catfish food which is expected to 
escape from the catfish cages 
will contribute 
to making 


Trinidad one of the most fertile 
and fish-productive areas in the 
Southwest, 
A&M scientists 


believe. 
^ 
At the start of the program, 


some 100,000 Fingerlings about 
five inches long were shipped in 
to make their home in the warm 
waters of the discharge canal of 
the plant. The catfish were first 
placed in a small holding pond 
near the canal, where A&M 
graduate students headed by Dr. 
John Kelley Jr., of A&M checked 
each fingerling for signs of 
disease or parasites.

determine whether fresh well 
water or constant circulating 
warm water is most beneficial 
and productive for catfish 
raising. 


Daily, the young catfish are fed 


predetermined amounts of a 
floating, high-protein, com- 
mercial catfish food, and on 
alternate weeks the fingerlings' 
progress and growth is carefully 
observed and noted by two A&M 
graduate students who live at the 
research site. In addition, the 
young fish are regularly checked 
for disease and parasites which 
might harm the caged catfish or 
other species of natural fish in the 
lake. 


Since the onset of the program, 


two graduate students are in 
constant surveillance at all times 
during the week with Dr. Kelley 
coming in for the weekend to log 
progress or retardation of the 
program. 


As A&M has in the last several 


years become a co-educational 
institution, young ladies studying 
science are also participating in 
the fish project. According to 
Scaff, "they get with it!. They 
separate, grade, and feed the fish 
and are as dedicated to their 
work as are the male students." 
However, they are not stationed 
here permanently at the present 
time.

of going into the catfish business. 
However, under the contract 
between TP&L and Texas A&M it 


is stipulated that all proceeds 
from marketable catfish will be 
reinvested in catfish research.

To take full 
advantage of 


seasonal water changes at 
Trinidad, University scientists 
place the catfish cages in the 
power plant's discharge canal 


from November through May. •

batch of catfish are purchased 
and placed in the plant's intake ' 
canal, remaining there during 
the typically warmer months of 'f 
June through October. When the 
fish are sold in October, the cycle ; 
begins again in the discharge 
canal.

Dr. G.T. Denson, optometrist, 


explained the steps in which a 
child learns to see at a recent 
meeting of the Child Care 
Association Club held at the 
Navarro County Electric Co-Op. 


"Most people don't realize that 


children have to learn to see. The 
child learns to see from one eye 
at a time," he explained. 


Many of our children don't 


have hand and eye coordination. 


Some children have poor 


perception. One day a child may 
have perception and the next day 
he may not, unless he uses other 
senses, such as the sense of 
touch. 


He cited incidents in which two 


people were born blind and after 
an operation were able to see by 
using the sense of touch and their 
coordination. 


He said babies should not be 


placed in cribs because the child 


cannot have freedom to crawl 
and 
develop 
coordination. 


Crawling, he said, is coordination 
of the body and eyes. Dr. Denson 
explained that a child who does 
not copy his written work well 
doesn't have good perception and 
is unable to transfer the objects 
seen. 


Dr. Denson said when a child is 


having trouble coloring, you can 
cover the right eye and let him 
use his left eye and right hand to 
see if the child has coordination.

Successful Candidate 
Proves Loser in Court 


AUSTIN (AP) — Rep. John Allen of I/mgview has pleaded 


guilty to a charge of nepotism in a surprise move and has 
been assessed the maximum fine of $1,000. 


Allen, unopposed for re-election in Tuesday's voting, was 


scheduled to stand trial Dec. 11 on the nepotism charge as 
well as a felony charge of conspiracy to commit theft. His 
unexpected guilty plea Monday was not discovered by news- 
men until the following day. 


Dist. Atty. Bob Smith indicated he accepted the guilty plea 


on the misdemeanor charge because he was not sure he could 
get a conviction on the felony. 


Smith said Allen agreed to pay the state the $13,613 that his 


two daughters made during the time they were on the payroll 
of former Sen. David Ratliff of Stamford. 


Katliff was convicted of theft from the state a week ago and 


Biveri a 10-year probated sentence. He agreed to pay back to 
fl,c state about $28,000, much of which he himself received 
that the state had paid to a secretary who testified she had 
never done any work for Ratliff. 


Allen is the fifth state official found guilty of theft or con- 


soiraey this year, but the first to plead guilty. 


Those found guilty by juries, in addition to Ratliff, were 


former House Speaker Gus Mutscher of Brenham, Rep. 
Tommy Shannon of Fort Worth, former Rep. Walter Knapp 
of Amarillo, and Rush McGinty, an aide to Mutscher. 


Ken Tom Holmes of Granbury and former Rep. Hudson 


Moyer of Amarillo face trials here within the next month on 
charges of theft from the state.

NEW YORK (AP) - The vo- 


luntary egression rate among 
managers in their 30s has been 
shooting upward since the first 
«f the year, said the professor. 
Optimism prevails, and 
the 


younjj mobiles are changing 
jobs again. 


It is nothing unexpected. Just 


as water churns when the 
kettle is heated, so also do the 
spirited, talented young man- 
agers begin to move about 
when the economy gets hot. 


Eugene Jennings, who has 


spent his adult life — he's a bit 
on the far side of 40 — studying 
executive mobility, maintains 
that this group is the avant- 
garde of job changers, and that 
younger and older executives 
will follow their lead. 


"This group is vital to un- 


derstanding business econom- 
ics," he said. "They have the 
most mobility, the greatest ca- 
pacity to be optimistic. They 
are a good barometer of optim- 
ism. When they move it means 
people are betting on the fu- 
ture." 


For at least two years this 


group, which usually is the 
most free to change jobs, was 
frustrated. 
"Intelligence dic- 


tated that they watch their 
nests." They were unable to 
hasten their careers by job 
changes. 


But there is more than optim- 


ism and ambition involved in 
executive churning, which still 
isn't as intense as it was in pre- 
recession days but may be 
double the rate of 1969 and 
1970. 


Between 1965 and 1968, said 


Jennings, who is a professor at 
Michigan State University, an 
author and business consultant, 
many 
companies 
recruited 


more talent than they needed. 
Then came the recession. 


"They discovered 
that too 


many of. the people they had 
hired were not of the proper 
caliber. They were forced to 
counsel out a lot of young and 
middle-age managers." To be 
"counseled out" is to be laid off 
gently. 


In reducing their staffs, how- 


ever, many companies failed to 
reassure, competent workers 
whom they wanted to stay. 
Some of these talented people 
lost their sense of direction, 
said Jennings. They too ex- 


pected the ax. 


Many of these managers are 


now moving on, said Jennings, 
who maintains 41 listening 
posts in corporations. Their em- 
ployment was never reinforced 
by the company, he said. They 
weren't told they were wanted. 


Easing their movement is the 


fact that opportunities of age 


exist. Because of the vagaries 
of birth rates and economic 
growth, middle-age managers 
are in growing demand. There 
are openings for those in their 
late 30s to mid-40s.
